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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. AppHcant's submission filed on September 5, 2003 has been entered. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-11 of U.S. Patent No. 6,162,350. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct fi'om each other because both 
sets of claims disclose hydrotreating utilizing bulk metal catalyst comprising a non-noble Group 
VII metal, molybdenum, and tungsten. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to fractionate the hydrotreated feedstock because fractions of various boiling 
points can be utilized for different purposes. 

Response to Arguments
